ANDHRA CHRISTIAN COLLEGE 


From the College Bulletin so kindly sent to the 
editor’s desk by Dr. Strock, we cull the following inter- 
esting items. 

Andhra University is a group of twelve colleges, 
including our own Andhra Christian College. They are 
located in different parts of the Andhra country and a 
decision is still awaited as to their future location when 
combined. This is the reason that the Administration 
Building, our last biennial project, is not yet erected. 

Our college has seven hundred and sixty students, 
the largest of the group. 

Mrs. Strock is Superintendent of the College Library 
and in addition teaches library classes. The aim of this 
department is directed reading. 

The college boasts an English Dramatic Associa- 
tion. Three short plays were given this year instead of 
the usual Shakespearian drama. There are nine Library 
Societies, too, with a schedule of inter-society debates. 

The population within a radius of 50 miles of Gun- 
tur is about 2,000,000. In proportion to population in 
1921, the increase in population in each of the Guntur 
and Kistna Districts during the thirty-year period from 
1891 to 1921 was greater than in any other District in 
the Madras Presidency. The actual increase was also 
the highest. In respect of Church population the Guntur 
District stood second in the Presidency at the time of 
the last census (1921) with 153,510 Christians. The 
Tinnevelly District had 192,350 Christians, while South 
Kanara, the third District, had 106,354. 
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PENNSYLVANIA’S 1929 SPECIAL 
MISSIONARY OBJECTIVE 
(By Musser D. White, Missionary Secretary) 

At the Harrisburg Convention, it was unanimously 
decided that the Luther League of Pennsylvania would 
raise during the year ending July, 1929, the sum of 
$1,000, for medical mission work in China. By arrange- 
ment with the Board of Foreign Missions, this sum will 
be used to equip the Operating Room of the Hospital at 
Tsingtao, China, the need for which is explained by 
Missionary P. P. Anspach in the following article. 

Medical work has been termed the left-hand of mis- 
sions. Where medical missionaries have been as much 
concerned in the cure of souls as the cure of bodies it is 
a right-hand enterprise. In these days of re-appraise- 
ment when the continued development of certain phases 
of mission work is being questioned it would not occur 
to a sane-minded person to curtail the alleviation of 
physical suffering. A graphic picture of the situation 
in China as regards needs for hospitals, nurses and doc- 
tors can be seen in a few short Startling paragraphs. 

“China, with one-fourth of the world’s population, 
has less than 2,000 trained physicians, or about 20 per 
cent. of the number found in New York City alone. 

“Leprosy is found throughout the country. 

“Cholera, typhus, and relapsing fever occur every 
year, often breaking out as tremendous epidemics with 
tremendous loss of life. 

“Throughout China are found serious parasitic dis- 
eases, the very names of which are unknown in West- 
ern lands. 

“Blindness from neglected eye diseases is seen on 
all sides, and a large number of the people are afflicted 
with trachoma or other serious diseases of the eye. 

“In China the whole field of public health is as yet 
almost untouched. 

“At least sixty per cent. of the children born in 
China die during their first year. 

“The amount of unnecessary suffering and death 
in childbirth is incalculable.” 

The Great Physician would have it otherwise. He 
is anxious to help the ten even though only one is 
grateful. 

Our United Lutheran Church is beginning medical 
work in China which deserves interest and support. 
When the first group of American missionaries arrived

in China three years ago, a medical missionary, Dr. 
Paul Loudenslager and Mrs. Loudenslager, a trained 
nurse, were included. After a year at language school, 
Dr. Loudenslager did important work in the largest 
hospital and training school in China, the Peking Union 
Medical College. On account of his health, he is not 
returning to the mission field, but we hope that a medi- 


cal missionary will be sent in his place.

A small medical work has been carried on at Tsimo, 
where we have a dispensary which has been under the 
direction of Mrs. W. Matzat, who is a trained nurse. 
Mrs. Matzat has given much of her time in faithful 
service, caring for many hundreds of patients who have 
Part of the time she has had the 
assistance of a Chinese physician. The Tsimo medical 
work will be further developed under the direction of 
a medical missionary. 


come for treatment. 


In Tsingtao, at one of our chapels, a small dispen- 
sary was opened, the work being carried on by a mis- 
sionary doctor and a missionary nurse, who happened 
to be living here because of unsettled conditions in their 
own areas. This work has since been abandoned, since 
there was no one to continue it. That dispensary, with 
perhaps other similar ones, will be re-opened as out- 
patient branches of the central hospital at Tsingtao. 


Mission House, Tsingtao 
To be Remodeled into the Proposed New Hospital 


The Tsingtao’ Hospital, we hope, will soon be put 
into operation. Our large mission house, pictured above, 
is to be remodeled and altered for hospital purposes. 
This building has an excellent location, being on a hill 
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overlooking the sea. It is a quiet zone and the aimed 
free from dust. It is located in a part of the city which 
divides the business and industrial sections so that it 
will be accessible to all classes. The compound is large, 
which will provide places for other units as the work 
develops. The missionaries who now occupy the mission 
house will be forced to rent quarters until means can be 
secured for the erection of houses for them. 

With the new medical missionary will be associated 
Miss Lydia Reich, a nurse who has had splendid train- 
ing and experience. Miss Reich has been in China one 
year devoting her time to language study. She will con- 
tinue her study at Tsimo this winter, where she will 
also carry on the work of the dispensary in) the absence 
of Mrs. Matzat. The Matzat family is in Germany on 
their furlough. 

The Tsingtao Hospital will begin its work as quickly 
as funds are provided. With the development of the 
medical work will take place the development of the 
evangelizing efforts which will accompany and be a 
part of the hospital work. The conference of mission- 
aries are determined that emphasis shall be put upon 
the religious side of the work. 


FIRST TASK OF A MISSIONARY 
Missionary L., Grady Cooper 

There is a time for “digging in” and there is a time 
for “going over the top.” One of the most frequent re- 
quests which one who is in the mission field receives 
from his friends back home is: “Tell us about your work; 
what is its nature, and how do you like it?’ We are 
glad to get such requests because we know then that 
our friends are interested. However, we are a bit 
afraid of disappointing our friends at first, who are 
sometimes prone to think that a missionary should hop 
right in and begin converting the heathen immediately. 
The missionary himself, when first coming out, full of 
enthusiasm and inspired by the progress Christianity 
has already made, sometimes forgets that the results 
which have been attained were not attained in a few 
years or by a few men, and is somewhat taken aback 
by the fact that he cannot jump right in and get results 
immediately. 

But both he and his friends must be consoled by 
the truthfulness of the above slogan which applies to 
the mission field as well as the battlefield, and he must 
be just as enthusiastic in “digging in” and getting his 
bearings and foundation, if he ever expects to “go over 
the top.” If men had not been patient enough to “dig 
in” during the war, they would not have been able to 
go far. 

So I wish to answer my friends’ queries by saying 
that this is my time for “digging in.” At first we can’t 
preach the Gospel except by living a Christian life; we 
can’t teach; we can’t even have very satisfactory fellow- 
ship with the people (except the English-speaking ones) 
because we are so thoroughly handicapped by not being 
able to speak their language. We must “dig in” and 
study the language so that later we shall be able to “go 
over the top” and do the things we were sent out for 
and came out with such enthusiasm to alo. 


“Digging in’—once one has resigned himself to that 
task, becomes a very pleasant task; especially now 
that the people back home, through our Mission Board, 
give us the privilege of studying a most difficult lan- 
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guage in such pleasant surroundings and with the very 
best of equipment. The first task then, of a missionary 
to China is to “dig in” and study the Chinese language 
and become orientated, 

As may be inferred from the above, this task for one 
has been under very pleasant circumstances and in most 
favorable environments. (That, however, does not make 
the Chinese language any less difficult.) My short stay 
in Tsingtao last summer was very highly enjoyed and I 
was able to get enough of an introduction to the Chin- 
ese from my private teacher, Mr. Wang, to stand me 
in good stead in travelling alone, and also to pass off 
the first term’s work at the Language School. While 
Missionary Anspach was away on his vacation I stayed 
with our German missionary family, the Scholzes. On 
September 27th I left Tsingtao on the Seikyo Maru 
bound for Peking to attend the 1928-29 session of the 
Language School. I had become so much attached to 
Tsingtao and the people there that I hated to leave, but 
so many people had said that it was such a wonderful 
privilege to study at the Peking Language School, and 
Rey. Mr. Anspach and Misses Moody and Reich con- 
firmed the report, that I felt it a blessing to be able to 
attend. Since Rey. and Mrs. Anspach and Miss Moody 
had stuaied here several years ago and Miss Reich last 
year, they gave me such good information about the 
place that I felt quite at home on arriving there. 

From Tsingtao to Peking one enjoys a very interest- 
ing trip. It is a two day trip by boat up the coast to 
Tangku and about 110 miles by rail from Tangku. The 
boat trip was quite nice. A young German was also 
aboard, who had been shot by bandits just a half an inch 
from his heart. One other foreigner besides myself 
was aboard, Mr. Zahn, a relative of the famous Zahn 
who wrote an introduction to the New Testament. He 
was well acquainted with the East, having been a travel- 
ler for over thirty years. 

Chinese railway service is very, very bad. At Tang- 
ku only one train was available going to Tientsin. It 
was scheduled to leave about seven P. M. There were 
only seven cars at first, these being box cars, cattle-like 
cars and flat open cars. By seven o’clock there were at 
least 500 people waiting at the station to get aboard, 
including 120 American sailors and marines on leave for 
twenty-four hours. When the train finally pulled up, 
about eight o’clock, they had adaled a few cars, but still 
there was quite a struggle getting on the train. People 
carry bedding, large bundles, boxes, and everything else 
with them. We had no lights and no seats. Only two 
weeks before there had been fighting there. 

From Tientsin to Peking the train was much nicer. 
It usually arrives, however, from four to eight hours 
late. Quite a large number of Chinese soldiers were on 
the train and were very nice. They were anxious to 
talk and I was sorry I could not speak more Chinese 
than I did. Being some of General Feng Yu Hsiang’s 
men, they knew something of Jesus Christ. One man 
was especially friendly and said he had a nephew in 
Peking who could speak English. Thinking I might 
want some Chinese frienas’ in Peking, he invited me to 
see them. Of course, I was anxious to make friends 
and invited him to visit me. I arrived at the Language 
School about one A. M. that night, and next morning 
before breakfast was over, the soldier and his English- 
speaking nephew were waiting in the social room to 
call on me.

Arriving in Peking from any other part of China 
one must go through the same routine as though he 
came from another country, they must pass through cus- 
toms and open all the baggage. This is only character- 
istic of the non-unified China. Going along the streets 
of Peking, one cannot tell from the outside what kind 
of houses he is passing because of the great high walls 
around them all. He may be passing a palatial residence 
on the inside the high old wall, or 
group of hovels. However, on entering the Language 
School Compound one is invariably struck by the beauty 
of the nice buildings and almost feels as if he is on the 
campus of a school in America. It is a welcome retreat 
from the dusty roads and filthy sights and odors on the 
Chinese streets. Here we have our hostel with nice 
modernly equipped living rooms, dining hall, and socia! 
or reception hall. Also the administration building with 
lecture hall, class rooms, and chapel, as well as an excel- 
lently equipped library. We have an excellent group of 
tennis and volley ball courts and places of recreation. 
From 8:45 A. M. to 4:00 P. M. we are in the class 
rooms with our Chinese teachers where only Chinese is 
spoken. All the language teachers are Chinese. They 
change every half-hour and thereby retain our interest. 
We also have lectures by outstanding men, who are in 
Peking, about some interesting phase of work. Here 
we can also study the history and geography of China 
ana any other special interest we may have in China. 


he may be passing a 


Rev. and Mrs. C. H. Reinbrecht being here at the 
same time I am, makes it much nicer for me. Belonging 
to the same mission gives one a feeling of closer rela- 
tionship and that is quite a help. We can enjoy trips 
and sights and the novelties in and around Peking much 
more being together. There is so much of interest here, 
it is impossible to tell about them and do justice to them. 
The museums, the Forbidden City, the winter palace, 
and the Temple of Heaven are sufficient to prove Peking 
to be the center of Chinese art and culture. But it is 
shameful the way the Chinese let their wonderful old 
treasures go to rack and ruin, making no attempt to 
keep them up. Rev. Reinbrecht and I had a most in- 
teresting trip out to the Great Wall, thirty-five miles 
from here, up in the mountains. We rode on top the

train, which was crowded, and hac! a wonderful view. 
At the foot of the wall we started climbing and climbed 
up the hills to the highest point, where we could see 
far over into Mongolia and also see the Great Wall 
winding in and out at the most difficult points of ap- 
proach on top the hills, like a great stone ribbon notched 
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The Great China Wall 


at the top. It has stood since 200 B. C., and at places 
even today looks only a few years old. It stretches 
1500 or 1800 miles long, is twenty feet broad, and twen- 
ty-two feet high. A trip out to pretty Yenching Uni- 
versity, to the summer palace and the western hills, 
full of famous old temples (including the one in which 
the boaly of Sun Yet Sen is now resting in his coffin on 
top an altar almost like a Buddha) is also full of interest. 

One cannot fail to notice in famous old Peking the 
great amount of misery, wretchedness and repugnant 
things which are sickening and disheartening. All Pek- 
ingites know and corroborate the Peking proverb which 
says, “Without wind there is three feet of dust, whereas 
if it rains there is a road full of mud.” If the wind blows 
the dust becomes so thick in the air one can see only a 
few feet ahead. On the sidewalk the mule carts have cut 
deep ruts into the dirt making them very uneven so 
that it is much better walking in the road, which is 
always full of pedestrians. On the sidewalks are the 
little, miserable looking qonkeys with heavy loads, stalled 
in the deep ruts; or sometimes a long train of camels 
heavily laden. One sees starving dogs and other ani- 
mals, including poor beggars with nothing but rags and 
pieces of old sacks around them, crying out that they 
have not eaten. I even noticed one man already dead 
lying on the side of the main street nearly in the gutter 
at the Tung Tan Pai Lou. Many thousands, even mil- 
lions, of Chinese are suffering from famine and cold, 

China is full of interesting, queer, and strange 
things. We are only beginning to see a few of them, 
and become accustomed to them and try to understanal 
them. This also is included in the first task of a mis- 
sionary. 


THIS AGE IS HARD ON

A Nebraska friend offers these four questions: 
Are Bruce Barton’s books, “The Man Nobody 
Knows” and “The Book Nobody Knows”, good books? 


I do not care for either of these books particularly. 
Of the two, I prefer “The Man Nobody Knows.” Bruce 
Barton is a journalist and is not an authority on re- 
ligious subjects. He is a modernist and does not hesi- 
tate to give publicity to modernistic interpretations. 
I think “The Man Nobody Knows” has done some good 
with a certain class of readers that needed to be re- 
minded of the unique place that Christ holds in human 
life and thought. I would not prescribe either book for 
a reader of little experience. Anyone who is well 
grounded in the faith will find Bruce Barton’s books 
stimulating and of interest. : 

What is the meaning of the phrase, “the Commun- 
ion of Saints” in the Creed? 

The Communion of Saints is the fellowship of be- 
lievers. All true Christians are saints in the sense in 
which the word is used in this phrase. They share with 
each other their faith, hope and love and they fellow- 
ship together in Christian service. The Communion of 
Saints is the real Church in which are united all those 
who sincerely believe in Jesus Christ. 


Why is Ash Wednesday so named? 


In answer to this question I will quote from the 
Standard Encyclopedia: ‘““Ash Wednesday, the first day 
of Lent, is so called from the ceremony of strewing 
ashes on the head as a sign of penitence. This custom, 
probably introduced by Gregory the Great (590-604), 
was sanctioned by Pope Celestin III, in 1191. In the 
Roman Church, before mass, the ashes of the palms 
consecrated on the previous Palm Sunday are re-con- 
secrated, while the priest recites the words, ‘Memento 
homo, quia pulvis es, et in pulverem reverteris’ (Re- 
member that thou art dust, and unto dust thou shalt 
return). Next they are strewed on the heads of the 
officiating priests, the clergy, and the assembled people.” 


I have secured some credit toward a certificate 
under the International Council of Religious Education 
by work done at Midland Assembly. Can I secure addi- 
tional credits by correspondence? 


This question was submitted to Dr. C. P. Wiles of 
the Parish and Church School Board, who writes as 
follows: 


In reply to your inquiry of the 26th, may I say 
that it is possible for the young lady who attended Mid- 
land Summer Assembly to continue training by corres- 
pondence. The two units she has already taken entitle 
her to international credit, which she may have from 
us if she desires. We have such arrangement with the 
International Council that certain credits issued by us 
and by them are interchangeable. She may continue 
the work herself and earn a diploma. However, we 
would like her to take the written examinations on each 
book under the direction either of her pastor or Sunday 
School Superintendent or some other reliable person.

How Shall We Finance the League? 


John Shiding, of York, Pa., sends in the following 
suggestions. Corresponaence is invited. 


The Calendar Year Plan 

Our District is going to have this year what we call 
“The Calendar Year.’ The President of our District 1s 
called the Year, and he pays ten cents a month in the 
envelopes (marked Year). Then we have twelve mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee who are called Months 
and they pay ten cents a month in their envelopes 
(marked Month). Each Month has four or five weeks, 
which are the different societies (or Presidents) in our 
District and they pay ten cents a month in their envel- 
opes (marked Week). Each Week gets seven members 
of their church, Sunday School or friends to become a 
Day, and they pay ten cents a month in their envel- 
opes (marked Day). 


Each Day gives his envelopes or ten cents to the 
Week (who is the President or member of your society) 
who senc's it or gives it to the Month (member of the 
Executive Committee who has your society as a Week), 
who in turn will give it to the Year. 


The other plan for the societies is: They will re- 
ceive twelve envelopes marked week (or one for each 
month) and eighty-four envelopes marked day (or seven 
for each month). They can get the members of their 
Church, Sunday School or friends to become a day and 
put ten cents in the envelope. The latter plan you only 
ask ten cents a member for the year. 


To make the larger congregations equal with the 
small congregations, you will notice on the other sheets 
that some will be called two weeks, three weeks, four 
weeks, and some five weeks, which will mean that they 
will get seven days for each week they represent. 


How Do You Run An Efficiency Contest? 


Rules for Efficiency Contest by courtesy of President Brindle, 
President of the Maryland Synodical Luther League 


We give these rules as suggestions for efficiency contests in 
other League centers. Incarnation, User et Di Gs, “ais: Ginl sexe 
lead at this writing, with East Riverdale, Md., second. 


1. Activities shall be rated on the basis of the ac- 
tive membership. The active membership (for contest 
purposes) shall constitute only those who were present 
at least one devotional during the previous month. 


2. Attendance at the devotional meetings: Credit 
may be taken only for actual attendance, except that 
where a member is required to be at another church, 
as in the case of a District League Officer, the home 
League may receive credit. One point shall be allowed 
for each five per cent. of attainment up to and includ- 
ing ninety per cent., and thereafter one point for each 
additional per cent., computed monthly on basis of the 
weekly average. 


3. Participation shall be in at least two of the meet- 
ings during the month, and shall be individual, such as 
speaking, praying, reciting, solo work, etc. Points shall 
be allowed and computed on same basis as attendance. 


4. Daily Bible Reading requires the following of 
some system of daily readings. Example: The suggested 
readings in the Luther League Review, Topics Quar- 
terly, The Lutheran, Sunday School Lessons, etc. Points 
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shall be allowed and computed on the same basis as 
attendance. 


5. Study Group—The member may select from the 
following: (a) Read at least three books of the Luther 
League Reading Course during the contest; (b) Course 
in Standard Lutheran Training School; (c) Attend Life 
Service Stucly. Class (textbook or course approved by 
the District Life Service Secretary); (d) Attend Mission 
Study Class (textbook or course approved by District 
Missionary Secretary). Credit to be allowed in the 
month during which the work is completed. Two points 
for each five per cent. of attainment. 


6. Attendance at the regular Quarterly Meetings 
of the District League that fall during the contest. One 
point for each ten per cent with credit on the same basis 
for visitors brought by that particular League. 

7. Membership—The monthly report that shows a 
net increase in active membership over the previous 
month shall receive one point for each per cent. of net 
gain but no case exceeding ten points in single month. 

8. An accurate report of the activities should be 
kept in the spaces provided, and this report must be 
returned to the District Statistical Secretary not later 
than the tenth of the following month or no credit 
will be allowed. 

9. The Period of the contest extends from Novem- 
ber Ist to April 30th. The last Sunclay of the month 
to be considered as the end of that month, and the re- 
maining days, if any, to be reported as part of the 
following month. 

10. Award—An award should be made to the win- 
ning League. A plaque or a trip to a convention is ap- 
propriate.

BOOKS ARE FRIENDS 


Here are some new friends waiting to greet you. 


“Paying the Fiddler,” is a little play by Rev. Harry 
M. Chalfant, editor of The American Issue for Penn- 
sylvania. It is written to fill the need of a young folks’ 
society, seeking an amateur play that carries a message. 
The play takes up the problem of the banker who has 
not realized the inconsistency of patronage to the boot- 
legger with an uncompromising attitude toward law- 
breaking in other fields. There is a romance, too, and 
interest is held to the end. The price is 25 cents per 
copy, with no royalty for production. 


“What I Ought to Believe”—a moral test—by Presi- 
dent John A. W. Haas, of Muhlenberg College (The 
United Lutheran Publication House, 1929, price $.75). 
Not “what can I believe?” but “what ought I to be- 
lieve?” What we believe does make a difference in our 
lives. Therefore we should believe right to live right. 
Dr. Haas in his usual thorough style takes the essentials 
of Christian faith and shows how they are directly re- 
lated to ethics. ; 

We found a chapter on “Creation or Evolution” 
most engaging. The author stands for a sane acceptance 
of the findings of modern science. Not “creative evolu- 
tion” but “creation through evolution” is the author’s 
basis for reconciliation between science and religion. 

In a discussion of the Incarnation this beautiful 
passage appears. It is a part of the argument for the 
diety of Christ on the basis of His perfect character. 
“There appears in Jesus the balance of every tempera- 
ment without defect, a unity of strength and gentleness, 
of purity and a true understanding of evil, of a high 
holiness and of a sympathy for sinners. Jesus exhibits 
a love without sentimentality, a sinlessness that has no 
patronizing coldness and aloofness, a real attachment for 
Israel, and a surpassing breadth of humanity.” 

This little volume should go into the hands of every 
college senior as a sure antidote for the unsettling va- 
garies of materialistic philosophy. 

Two books of sermons have recently come to the 
editorial desk from the press of Doubleday, Doran & 
Company, Inc. Both were read with consuming inter- 
est, for the authors are favorites. 

“The Inevitable Christ”, (price $2), by Rev. J. D. 
Jones, will dispell for any one the presupposition that a 
book of sermons must be dry reading. His language is 
vivid and his illustrations are well chosen. Here are a 
few of the sermon subjects: “The Difficulty of Escaping 
Jesus”, “The World Drama”, “The Need of the Inter- 
preter” and “Cheerful Mercy”, the last a challenging 
sermon on Christmas giving. 

“In Touch with Christ”, (price $2), is by another 
English preacher, also popular on this side of the water. 
Rev. James Reid is a master of the expository method 
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His sermons are clearly outlined and 
We liked most of all the sermon 
on “The Conquest of Fear’. Here is a passage from it 
that is well worth quoting. Faith “is the confidence in 
God which at the same time consents to what He is seek- 
ing to make us. Is not this the real root of our fears— 
that we are not aiming at what God wants?”

In keeping with the policy of the officers of the 
Luther League of New Jersey to make personal con- 
tacts with every League in the State, the President and 
Educational Secretary made a roving tour of the west- 
ern and central portion of New Jersey. 

February 22, 1929. Left North Bergen with bright, 
blue sky above, white crystal snow beneath, and fine 
breakfast within. Found Rey. Kirkegaard, of St. Peter’s 
Lutheran Church, of Plainfield, amidst his papers and 
notes which he must keep for his own church and the 
Mission in Dunellen. Fine Intermediate League there. 

Roamed into Oldwick, N. J..at 1 P. M. Found Rev. 
Quinn ready to let us into the secrets of the church in 
Oldwick. What a history this church has had since 
1750, with such men as Peter Muhlenberg as one of the 
first pastors, we as Lutherans were proud to pass into 
the presence of the great past. Senior Luther League 
conducts its devotions on Saturday evenings. 

Reached Phillipsburg, N. J., by night and had a 
splendid visit with Rev. Fegley, of Grace Lutheran 
Church, whose Senior and Intermediate Leagues are 
pointing the way for greater endeavors. Also made 
known the presence of the Luther League to Rev. J. 
H. Orr, of St. John’s Church. Stayed within the bounds 
of Pennsylvania overnight. 

February 23, 1929. Drove three miles out of Phil- 
lipsburg to the St. James’ “Straw” Church situated on 
top of a hill with an auditorium seating 500, with mem- 
bership numbering 900, not counting the unnumbered in 
the graveyard beside the church. Dr. D. S. Hafer seemed 
ready to talk young people’s work. The sexton gave us 
the history of the church. We discovered that this was 
another of the great Peter Muhlenberg’s charges. 

Before going to Trenton we visited Rev. L. R. 
Haus, in Stewartsville. This town is down in the 
valley but has a thriving group of young people, and 
from Rey. Haus we gained the information of the field 
at Washington, N. J., which is waiting for a pastor. 

Trenton, the capital of New Jersey, with its ten 
Lutheran Churches, was the next point for our work. 
We visited every United Lutheran Church and pastor, 
bringing greetings and explaining the program of the 
Luther League of New Jersey. We have a nucleus of 
three Leagues and have promised ourselves to have a 
State Convention in Trenton within three years. 

February 24, 1929. Breakfast in Trenton. Attended 
Rutgers College Chapel instead of the German Service 
at Emmanuel Church, New Brunswick. Visited the 
editor of the Mosquito, and Corresponding Secretary 
of the State, giving a report, and then drove to New 
York to make final report of our trip to Uncle Amos, 
who was preaching that night in Church of Advent, 
New York City.

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A LETTER FROM THE MOUNTAINS 

Rey. Kenneth G. Killinger, who is doing great work 
for God in the mountains of Virginia (where Konna- 
rock School is located.) writes as follows: 

Dear Friends: 

Our Mountain Work has grown until all who are 
interested can be proud of it. We now have ten little 
churches trying to serve thousands of people in moun- 
tain territory one hundred miles long and fifty wide. 

These are a few questions asked about our work: 

1. How many preachers are in this section? One. 


2. How do you serve all of these people? I can't 
do it properly. Ten ministers would find plenty to do, 
but by holding services every night, with three to five 
services every Sunday, and with the help of my laymen, 
I manage to get around once a month to all churches. 

3. How many doctors are in this section? One. 

4. What do the people do when they are sick? 
Many die without seeing a doctor. This is especially 
true of the little ones. 

5. Is there a nurse? One at Konnarock School. 

6. In what part of Virginia is this work? South- 
west, extending through Wythe, Smyth, Grayson and 
Washington Counties, reaching to the Great Smokies 
in North Carolina. 

7. What are some of the needs? The payment of 
bills past due for 1928: for churches built, $450; for 
literature, doctors, supplies, school supplies, food and 
general expense of the mission, $312. 

8. What are. your hopes for 1929? I list only a 
few of them: $500 will build another church so badly 
needed; $600 will place another worker in the field; 
$2,000 will care for the schools and relief work for 1929. 

We hardly dare to hope to receive all that is needed, 
but won’t you take this appeal to God in prayer and 
act as directed? Then will you help to give the under- 
privileged men, women and children the opportunity 
which you prize—the opportunity to hear the Gospel?

It would be easier for me to answer your letter if I 


could see, personally, your Luther League in action. 
It is a great deal like a doctor prescribing by corre- 
spondence for me to make suggestions. 


I am enclosing a copy of a little pamphlet called 


“Better Devotionals.” If you can consider your usual 
Luther League program in the light of the suggestions 
offered in this pamphlet, that may help you. 


The usual fault in Luther League meetings 1s poor 


preparation. Your Educational Secretary, who should 
be selecting leaders for at least a quarter ahead, should 
have a meeting of the leaders who are going to take 
charge of the meetings for the entire month. This 
ought to be in the third week of the month preceding. 
These leaders and the Educational Secretary, and the 
pastor if possible, should together go over all the topics 
and the topic material that is supplied for these meet- 
ings. Then together they can work out programs for 
each meeting with suggestions for variety that will help 
to make your meetings more interesting. 


Once in a while, perhaps not more often than once 


or twice a month, the program could be laid aside and 
instead, a pageant given or debate offered. 


Sometimes the failure of a devotional meeting has 


something to do with the place where you are meeting. 
If itis too big for your crowd try to have just chairs 
enough to set in one section of the room and get your 
Leaguers close together and try to forget that there 
is any unoccupied space. If you could have a small 
room for meeting that would be just about the right 
space for your attendance, that also would help. 


If I have been of any help to you, I shall be glad. 


If I can be of any further assistance, please do not 
hesitate to write more in detail about your difficulties.

AN ICE BOX CAKE 


Rev, Kinports, of Hershey Chocolate Town, offers this recipe on ‘‘How to Cook a Husband. ’ 
He does not say whether he is a sample.—Hosea 7:8 


A good many husbands are utterly spoiled by mis- 
management. Some women keep them constantly in hot 
water; others let them freese by their carelessness and 


indifference; some keep him in a stew by irritating ways 
and words. Others roast them; some keep them in a pickle 
all their lives. It cannot be supposed that any husband will 
be tender and good managed in this way, but the y are really 
delicious when properly treated. In selecting your husband 
you should not be guided by the silvery appearance as in 
buying mackerel, nor by the golden tint as if you wanted 
salmon. Be sure and select him yourself as tastes differ. 
Dowt go to the market for him as the best are always 
brought to your door. It is far better to have none unless 
you know how to cook him. A preserving kettle of finest 


porcelain is best, but if you have nothing but an earthenware 
which you 
required 

him in 


pipkin, it will do with care. See that the linen in 
wrap him is nicely washed and mended with the 
number of strings and buttons nicely sewed on. Tic 


the kettle with a one silk cord called comfort as the one 
called duty is apt to be weak and they are apt to fly out of 
the kettle and be burned and crusty on the edges, since like 
crabs and lobsters, you have to cook them alive. Make a 
clear steady fire out of love, neatness and cheerfulness. Set 
him as near this as seems to agree with him. If he sputters 
and fizsles, do not be anxious; some husbands do this until 
they are quite done. Add a little sugar in the form of what 
confectioners call kisses; but no vinegar or pepper on any 
account; a little spice improves him but it must be used with 
qudgment.

SERVICE—A WAY TO LEADERSHIP 
Matthew 20 :20-28 

The aim of the topic is to show that through serving we learn 
to lead, and that real leadership consists chiefly in service. 

The great cry with everyone in our world of today 
is “Get ahead!” We are all trying to win our way to 
the top of the heap in our chosen work or profession. 
The man at the machine always has visions of someday 
being the foreman of his shop; the foreman likes to 
think of himself as the departmental superintendent; and 
the departmental superintendent has visions of some 
day occupying the position of general manager. We 
all wish to get ahead ‘and our eyes are always on the

next step forward in the attainment of our ambitions. 
We all wish to lead. But in working for these ambi- 
tions of ours, in laboring to get ahead, we all learn one 
thing—that before we can lead we must first learn to 
serve. In working for our desires and ambitions we 
very soon learn to realize that 


Only Through Service Do We Win Our Way 
to Leadership 


We learn that only by first serving can we learn 
to lead. We learn that 
we must first prove our 


if we would win high places, 
worth by taking lowly places 
and fulfilling their duties. We learn that by serving we 
can learn how to lead, by serving we get the experience 
which is necessary to the attainment of leadership. We 
are used to starting at the bottom of the ladder and 
trying to work our way to its top rung. We know that 
the honors of this world are not for favorites, or for 
those who first apply, but for those who win their way 
to the top and who prove themselves worthy of leader- 
ship by first serving in lowly positions. Thus it is in 
our world today. Thus it has always been and thus it 
will always be. In our spiritual world also we have 
something akin to it. We think of men like Moses, cer- 
tainly he was a leader of men, a leader whom we yet 
today honor as one of the greatest of all time. And yet 
Moses, before he was considered capable of taking care 
of God’s chosen people and of leading them out of their 
captivity, through the wilderness, and to the very gate 
of the promised land, had to serve. We see him spending 
some forty years in service before he attained the right 
to lead. Forty years did Moses spend tending the 
flocks of his father-in-law, Jethro, before God considered 
him capable of leading His children. And these forty 
years were spent merely in serving, in lowly service 
which was preparing him for leadership. Yes, in God's 
Kingdom also “the leaders are those who first learn 
to serve.” 


There is, however, something else we must con- 
sider in this matter of leadership and service. We win 
leadership through service, but when a man or a woman 
attains to leadership, and reaches the top, should he 
therefore stop serving? It is a common conception that 
leaders have really ceased to serve and spend their time 
“Jording it” over others. That is usually the way in this 
world of ours—those at the top are bosses and they do 
not hesitate to let one know about it.

Stanley, afraid of catching the ail- 
ment, fled. Livingstone, instead of fleeing, picked up 
the man, took him to a spring, and washed him. Then 
he nursed him back to health. Livingstone never caught 
that sickness, but he did succeed by this service in win- 
ning this man to Christ and in leading him to Chris- 
tianity, and not only this one, but many others with him. 
Livingstone indeed led, but he served and only by his 
service did he lead.

APPRECIATING OUR PARENTS AS LEADERS 
Ephesians 6 :1-9 


Aim: A realization that parents by discipline and admonition 
try to lead their children into Christian manhood and womanhood. 


Digest of Topic 
The Christian Family : 


The Christian family is the cradle and stronghold 
of our faith. It affords ithe best possible place for the 
practice of Christian virtues. Through the family the 
influence of Christian teachings can become a power in 
society and can be handed down through succeeding 
generations. 

The family is made possible by the holy estate of 
marriage, which is to be single, pure, and enduring 
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according to the purpose of the law of creation and 
according to the pattern of the union of Christ with 
His Church. When thus united family 
honor is secure and we have a basis for reverence and 
discipline in the home.

Parents and Children 


The most natural thing and the most pleasing to 
God is to have a union blessed with children. Certainly 
the home that does not know the patter of little feet 
and the voice of playing children cannot be the ideal of 
Christian young people when they set up a home of 
their own. 

A child is a bundle of possibilities placed at the 
mercy of its parents. It is open to all sorts of influ- 
ences in the years of development. 
what will be the future of any child. Here the parents 
face the great responsibility of guarding, guiding, and 
leading their children into the paths of righteousness. 


No one can foretell 


The leadership of parents depends upon obedience on 
the part of the children. Fortunately, obedience is the 
most natural thing in the world to the child if it is prop- 
erly led and taught. Obedience “in the Lord” will be 
open and willing and like that which Jesus showed to 


His Father. 


Advantages of Parental Leadership 

Have you ever stopped to think that the discipline 
of wise Christian parents is simply the application of 
the discipline of the Lord through them to the children? 
It is possible thus for Christ, the head of all things, 
to lead and guide the lives of our boys and girls. The 
Good Shepherd through His under-shepherds guides and 
feeds the lambs in His flock. Fathers and mothers them- 
selves have come into His fold and the little ones follow 
after them. Wise Christian parents will nourish their 
children in the pastures of His Word and rule them in 
love with His rod and staff. Parents are to their child- 
ren the image of the Good Shepherd and of the Father 
in Heaven. Any child that has lost one or both its 
parents in the tender years of development has suffered 
a loss that can never be replaced. 


Proper Appreciation of Our Parents 
We sometimes find children who do not appreciate 
their parents as leaders. Especially is this true if they 
gain educational and social advantages which their 
parents do not have. They speak disrespectfully of 
them and to them, grumble when they are asked to do 
them a favor, or openly disobey their requests and 
_wishes. The apostle Paul said, “Honor thy father and 
mother which is the first commandment with promise. 
That it may be well with thee, and thou mayest live 
long on the earth.” Ephesians 6:2,3. Proper apprecia- 
tion means that we show them respect and consideration, 
that we be helpful to them, that we cheerfully and 
promptly grant their wishes, and that we regard them 
as a precious gift of God. In later years we are to con- 
tinue to love and honor them for they never cease to be 
our parents. Even though we may rise to higher posi- 
tions, let us never be ashamed of them. When they 
become old and feeble, we should care for them, and 
when they pass away always treasure their memory. 
They have done and as long as they live they will do 
more for us than we can ever hope to repay. They have 
seen more of life than we and ordinarily their leader- 
ship and advice are trustworthy.

INGtS! Aid 
Aim: The aim of this lesson is to acquaint us with the special 
powers the Holy Spirit conferred upon those who were assembled 
on the day of Pentecost, and to help us realize the value and im- 


portance of having leaders in the Church and other organizations 
today filled with the same Holy Spirit. 


Topic Digest 

Never before was there a greater need for a con- 
secrated and spirit-filled leadership in the Church. In 
a time when there is a feeling among so many men and 
women that religion, in the popular sense of the word, is 
nothing more than a mere convention, we need leaders 
who have the courage and the commission from on high 
to lead us out of that indifference to things spiritual. 
The present restlessness in seeking after new thrills has 
pushed religion aside as of little importance. It is 
taken as a matter of fact. Many people belong to the 
Church because for ages past it has been the custom to 
belong to the Church; why, they cannot tell nor do 
they care. 

It was on the day of Pentecost that the Church had 
its beginning. It began with a small group who felt 
that before they should undertake its leadership they 
needed some other assistance. That assistance came 
when the Holy Spirit with “a sound from heaven as of 
a rushing mighty wind” came upon them and they were 
able to speak with other tongues. It was the experience 
of the Holy Spirit that made the Church. It is the 
Holy Spirit which today keeps it alive. It was the 
Holy Spirit which gave them special powers and equip- 
ped them for leadership. It is the Holy Spirit which 
qualifies men for successful leadership today. 

When the Lord selected Moses’ successor to be the 
leader of the Israelites, He said to Moses, “Take thee 
Joshua the son of Nun in whom is the spirit.” Here we 
see that the possession of the spirit was made the out- 
standing personal qualification. Without the Holy Spirit 
we become, as Christ said, blind leaders of the blind and 
if the blind lead the blind they shall both fall into the 
ditch. Those who set themselves up as the spiritual 
leaders of men yet lacking in themselves the Holy 
Spirit, are false prophets who come in sheep’s clothing, 
but inwardly they are ravening wolves. Such leadership 
must be guarded against for it undermines the structure 
of the Church. 
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What is true of leadership in the Church 1s also 
true in business, in politics and every other phase of life.

A glance into the scene on that first 
Sunday will reveal that the giving of the Holy 
conferred special powers on those who were there as- 
sembled, They were able to speak with other tongues 
and strangers who were visiting in the city were amazed 
to hear the Galileans speaking in their own tongue. 
There have been many men since that time who have 
received new strength and powers as leaders through 
the inspiration of the Holy Spirit. Luther and John 
Wesley are two outstanding examples. 

Luther in his earnest 
had gone the utmost limit in spiritua al 
nothing could satisfy his yearning to do God’s will. He 
entered the monastery, hoping there to find relief for his 
troubled spirit, but still he felt a great need of some- 
thing unfulfilled. He felt guilty in the sight of God. 
It was only after a deep religious experience, when he 
was enlightened by the Holy Spirit, that he received the 
strength and the conviction to become the great leader 
of the reformation movement. 

One night in May, when John Wesley, 
then thirty-five years of age, went to a society meeting 
in London where he heard the preface to Luther's com- 
mentary on the Romans read that he experienced a great 
change in his life. In this preface Luther teaches that 
faith alone justifies. “Receiving the Holy Spirit through 
faith the man is renewed and made spiritual and he is 
impelled to fulfill the law by the vital energy in himself.” 
While this preface was being read, Wesley experienced 
an amazing change. He writes: “I felt my heart 
strangely warmed.’ For ten years Wesley had believed 
in Christ but he had never believed as he believed now. 
Before he had been intensely pious, but now he possessed 
power over himself which he had never possessed before. 
He had practiced religion, but now he experienced its 
bliss. It was from that moment that Wesley became 
the passionate leader of Methodism. 

Leadership today demands ithis spiritual power as 
much as it did in the time of Wesley and Luther. Too 
many of our church leaders feel so many duties crowd- 
ing upon them that little time is left for the renewal of 
the spiritual life. We must come to realize that the 
more pressing our duties and the greater our tasks, the 
more need there is of the Holy Spirit. Luther said the 
greater and more numerous were his tasks the greater 
the time spent in prayer. Too many of us practice the 
opposite feeling that too much work leaves no time 
for prayer. 

The Holy Spirit is to leadership what fire is to a 
locomotive. Except that fire burn with an intense heat 
there will be no power to propel the train over its road 
of steel. Except one be filled with the Holy Spirit, the 
vital essential of leadership is lost.

In the struggle and the victory, the missionary has ex- 
emplified the infallible promise that was given with the 
command. In their answer, the missionaries have proved 
a willing leadership, for they “left” those things at which 
they had been engaged and went “straightway.”’ They 
have been worthy to follow. And the worthiness of 
their leadership and the worthiness of their service have 
served to lead the way for a willing answer to the call 
by others who have been leaders in following. They 
have invested their lives with a strange solemnity and 
have lived Christ into their leadership.

LOYALTY TO OUR LEADERS. 
WHY AND HOW? 
Proverbs 22:17-21; Philippians 4:8-13 
Every girl and boy has played “follow the leader.” 
This is a favorite game that can be played indoors or 
out-of-doors, in open spaces and around buildings as 
well, The game calls for a leader and players. AMe 
leader must be somewhat of an athlete and quick to 


vary his “stunts” and to grasp every chance to test the 
prowess of the players. The players in turn must be 
loyal to their leader and try to do everything exactly 
as he does them. (At this point someone describe a 
game of “follow the leader” that he or she actually had 
a part in.) 

Now let’s play “follow the leader” with our topic. 
Our plan is to select certain Bible characters as our 


leaders. They may not always lead us aright, but in 
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such cases we are to give good reason why we will not 
follow them. On the other hand, when these leaders 
overcome some hard obstacle we are to follow by giv- 
ing the reasons for our loyalty te their leadership. As 
we play this mental game of “follow the leader” we are 
to observe closely and pick out the character traits sug- 
gested and then tell why we should pattern our conduct 
and shape our character to conform to them. 

Our first leader is Joseph. Have someone briefly 
tell the story of Joseph’s life. What had Joseph’s broth- 
ers done to him? Did Joseph abuse the high position he 
held in Pharaoh’s house? Did he use his position of 
favor to sin against Pharaoh’s wife? Did he punish his 
brothers when they came into Egypt to buy grain? Read 
Genesis 45:4,14,15. What character traits of Joseph 
are emphasized in the questions above? How ought 
you to follow Joseph in them? 

Our second leader is Jacob. Was it an honorable 
transaction when Jacob got the birthright? Read Gen- 
esis 25:33. Would you follow Esau in selling your 
birthright? How do boys and girls today sell their 
birthrights? Is it right to force a bargain when one of 
the parties does not think soberly? 

Our third leader is Saul. Was Saul at first haughty, 
irritable and jealous? Read I Samuel 10:21-24. What 
would Saul do in a fit of jealousy and anger? Read 
I Samuel 20:30-33. What was the remedy for Saul’s 
haughty spirit? Read I Samuel 16:14-23. Was Saul’s 
confession a heart confession? Read I Samuel 26:21. 
What horrible crime did Saul commit in his jealousy? 
IT Samuel 22:13-19. What advantages and opportunities 
did Saul have to make him a great king? Did he fol- 
low the leadership of Jehovah in realizing his possibili- 
ties? Would you follow such a leader? Why not? 

Our fourth leader is Jonathan. What was the be- 
ginning of jonathan’s friendship for David? I Samuel 
17:55 to 18:2. Did Jonathan help his father get rid of 
David? ISamuel 20:24-42, Was David true to his 
friend? II Samuel 1:17-27. Was injury to David an 
injury to Jonathan? I Samuel 20:32-34. What dangers 
did true friends have to risk? I Samuel 23:16-18. Is 
friendship worth all it cost to Jonathan? Are you will- 
ing to follow his leadership in respect to true friendship? 

We will now go to the New Testament to pick out 
a few leaders. Peter is the first to be chosen. What 
was Peter's confession? Matthew 16:16. Is it the will 
of Christ that we entertain Peter’s wish in Mark 9:5? 
How did Peter try to defend his Saviour? Matthew 
26:51 and 69-75. Was Peter fair to himself by inviting 
himself to walk on the water? Matthew 14:28-30. What 
was Peter’s dominant character trait? Is it always a 
safe trait? How was John different from Peter in this 
respect? 

Time will only permit for another character study. 
At that we can only touch on this most wonderful life. 
I refer to Jesus. Did Jesus ever invite men to follow 
Him? Matthew 4:19. Did Jesus point the way He 
would lead us? John 14:6. Does Jesus assume the 
weight of responsibility in leading us? Matthew 11:30. 
Must we rid ourselves of certain self-possessed burdens 
in order to follow Jesus? Matthew 16:24. Must we fol- 
low the leadership of Jesus to gain eternal life or is 
there some other way open to us? Matthew 7:13. 

If you have not spent the full time allowed in the 
study of what has been suggested above I would further 
recommend that you follow the Word of God as we 
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have the leaders from the pages of that Word, and see 
how loyalty must be expressed if we would be true 
Christians.

AM I WORTH WHAT I COST? 
Ephesians 6:1-3 

In answer to our topic question I would say that we 
are worth what we cost, and we are not worth what we 
cost. We are worth what we cost when we become an 
interest-bearing investment; but we are not worth what 
we cost if we represent a bad investment. 

Am I worth what I cest to God? 

God puts two values on each person. The first is 
an inherent value, that is, a face value. The original 
value represents yourself without the addition of any- 
thing. It is yourself valued from God’s standpoint. The 
degree of God’s evaluation of us is stated in the first 
clause of John 3:16, “For God so loved the world that 
he gave his only begotten Son.” The inherent value of 
a soul to God is learned from reading Matthew 19:13-15 
and Genesis 18:32. 

The second value God puts on each person is an 
acquired value. By this is meant acquired on the basis 
of acceptance of Jesus Christ as our Redeemer. Stand- 
ing alone we have little or no worthiness or ment. We're 
like an uninvested dollar—we’ll bring but a dollar’s 
worth in exchange; but when invested in the bank of 
God we become redeemable at more than face value. 
The cleansing power of Christ’s blood effects this in- 
crease. The second clause of John 3:16 tells us how 
our value is enhanced: “that whosoever believeth in 
Him shall not perish, but have eternal life.” 

Read I Corinthians 6:20. What price was paid for 
us? Are we worth it? When? Are we worth what we 
cost to parents? 

Let’s first figure the cost. (1) The cost to mother 
in physical pain at the time of childbirth. Read John 
16:21. How does mother value our worth as compared 
to her physical sufferings? Answer it in the same verse. 
(2) What do we cost our parents in the matter of time? 
(3) In the matter of money? (4) In the matter of 
sacrifices? (5) In the matter of heartaches over our 
failure to obey them? 

Are we worth it? Why? When? How? Howcan 
we show our appreciation to parents in the matter of 
obedience? Read Ephesians 6:1. In the matter of re- 
lieving them of duties about the home? I Timothy 5:4. 
In the matter of caring for them in their old age? Read 
John 19:26, 27. 

Are we worth what we cost to the Church? What 
investment has the Church made in us? What labor has 
been expended in our behalf by writers of Sunday School 
lessons, officers and teachers? What special work does 
the pastor do for you? 

Are you worth it? You are when you love the 
Lord and find pleasure and profit in worshipping Him. 
You are not worth it when you lead an indifferent and 
godless life. 

Am I worth what I cost to the State?

pays to safeguard our health? 
our homes and our lives?

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WHO ARE THE WORLD’S MOST 
USEFUL LEADERS? 
John 15;1-16 


To the Leader: In the study of today’s topic we will not attempt 
to describe certain of the world’s most useful leaders, but rather 
list the qualities that make for useful leadership. Much that is 
herein written is taken from Pamphlet No. 1, “Qualities of An 
Effective Leader,’’ The Christian Quest Series. If you do not possess 
a copy, write to Headquarters. Price, 10 cents. 


The world’s most useful leaders are the men and 
women who produce “good goods.” Jesus in our lesson 
says they produce fruit (verse 2), then more fruit (verse 
2), and finally much fruit (verses 5,8). To produce, 
boys and girls, who want to be leaders of worth, must be 
linked up closely to the source of true leadership. Who 
is that source? How does Jesus feed into His chosen 
leaders the power that produces results? (Answer this 
question by use of the lesson comparison.) 


Definition of a Leader 


“One who has head enough, and heart enough, and 
liberty enough, and time enough, to be a master in the 
kingdom of life” is a leader. 

Every boy and girl aspires to become a leader and 
every boy and girl can in some degree become a leader— 
if there is a willingness and a determination to pay the 
price. 

Qualities of a Leader 

1. Service comes after servitude—leading after fol- 
lowing. Some people try to be leaders before followers. 
See what Jesus had to say about this. Matthew 20:27; 
25:21 and Luke 14:11. How did Joseph and David serve 
before exalted to high places of leadership? Genesis 
37:1 and I Samuel 17:15-18. 


2. A Passion to serve. By this is meant a deeply- 
rooted desire to serve. No matter in what capacity you 
serve, unless your soul is on fire to the extent of burn- 
ing up yourself in behalf of the persons to be served 
your leadership will fail. No passing whim, no selfish 
end, nothing, save the good to be done, will ever meet 
the severe demands of leadership. Urgency is another 
good word in this connection. It signifies immediate 
decision. It calls for action. When Jesus said, “Follow 
Me,” He did not mean tomorrow, or the next year, or 
any time_that might happen to be convenient. Note 
the passion of the boy Jesus in Luke 2:49. Note also 
the urgency of Paul’s preaching in I Corinthians 9:16. 

3. An understanding. If leaders of youth it means 
a sympathetic understanding of youth’s growing needs. 
If leaders in school life it means an understanding of the 
duties, aims and objects of leadership. As‘a leader in 
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games it means a knowledge of the game itself and how 
to instil enthusiasm and co-operation in others. Dis- 
cuss the success and failure of school mates in their 
capacity of leadership. 

4. Comradship. This is a very important quality, 
especially as it relates to work among folks who are 
in no way obligated to respond to leadership. People 
like to be paid attention to. Working with youth especi- 
ally demands personal contacts and a show of interest 
by the leader in the things that interest them. One 
can’t run a youth program from a swivel chair. Would 
the centurion in Matthew 8:9 have made a good leader 
of youth? What character trait of Jesus is suggested 
in Matthew 19:14, 15, 

5. A wholesome personality. This quality is hard 
to define, for personality differs greatly in different 
people. Nevertheless, leaders to be useful (and not 
useless) must possess certain marks of personality or 
character, such as personal charm, personal attractive- 
ness, a sense of humor, etc. Suggest other marks of 
personality. 

6. Christian character. This quality is the first of 
them all and because of it makes possible very largely 
any others. Youth is drawn by two kinds of faces— 
those radiant with light, with joy and purity (Christian 
character); and those drawn, hardened and thinned by 
sin. They do not go toward those in between—the 
neutrals. Religion must possess the heart to show Chris- 
tian character in the face.

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LEARNING SELF-MASTERY FROM JESUS 
Matthew 5:43-48; 26:36-46

character possessed by those who strive to get the most 
and the best out of themselves. They are masters, not 
slaves, of self. They starve their bad self by feeding 
their better self. I Corinthians 9:27. In Matthew 5:43 
self-slavery is shown up, while in verse 44 the Master 
teaches men how to shove up self to a point of mastery.

Appreciation of My Parents. My best friends on 
earth are my mother and my father. Hungry, they feed 
me: cold, they warm me.

Subject to My Parents. Jesus was subject unto His 
parents and is our example to follow. He was obedient; 
obedient to God and obedient to His parents. When 
Joseph and Mary lost Jesus during the feast at Jerusa- 
lem, they found Him in the temple concerned about His 
Father’s business. But though Jesus knew then what 
He was to be and do, He went back with His earthly 
parents to Nazareth, a cheerful, obedient Jewish boy. 
He was always thoughtful, kind, loving and helpful to 
His parents. Like Jesus, I am subject to my parents 
and to them I owe honor and willing obedience. 

God’s Commandment to Children. “Honor thy 
father and thy mother,’ God says in His Word. He 
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commands me to honor my parents. He means I should 
fear and love God and not despise my parents, nor pro- 
voke them to anger, but honor, serve, obey, love, and 
esteem them. 

How Do I Honor My Parents? By Obedience. I 
honor my parents by cheerfully obeying them.

The Topic 

The United States Government bought the Virgin 
Islands from Denmark for $25,000,000 in good American 
money. They were called the Danish West Indies. 
They are not large in size, but are many in number. 
The best known are St. Thomas, St. John’s) and St: 
Croix. When Christopher Columbus discovered Ameri- 
ca, he landed in St. Croix on his second voyage, Novem- 
ber 14, 1493. He called it Santa Cruz. St. Croix has 
the same meaning. 


The Islands of St. Thomas and St. Croix are noted 
for their natural beauty. St. Thomas has 10,000 people. 
All of them live on the side of a mountain. 
of the finest cities in the West Indies. 


It is one 
As you enter 
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the bay, the whole town stretches before you. dite 
houses are bright and attractive. There everyone learns 
to climb steep hills and to overcome difficulties. 

The Governor of the Virgin Islands lives in St. 
Thomas, and next to his palace is the Lutheran par- 
sonage. There Pastor Pedersen lives. He is our senior 
missionary and has travelled all over the world. The 
people are devoted to him and call him their spiritual 
father. Almost all of the people of Denmark are Luth- 
erans, including the King and his court. 

Our churches in the Virgin Islands are very differ- 
ent from those in Porto Rico. They are much older 
and larger. Right in the center of St. Thomas is the 
Lutheran Church and it is often called the “mahogany 
church.’ The reason is that the pulpit, altar, chancel, 
pews and gallery are of solid, carved mahogany. The 
church was built in 1664 and is one of the oldest Luther- 
an churches in America. 

Each church has a “clerk” who assists the pastor. 
The clerk opens and closes the church services with 
prayer, and he visits the poor and sick. 

We have three churches in St. Croix and all of 
them are making fine progress. Last year two new 
missionaries were sent there and God is blessing their 
work. Rey. and Mrs. Louis G. Gray had been mission- 
aries in Japan. When they returned to the United 
States on furlough, they agreed to move to Frederiksted 
and were there during the hurricaine. Their missionary 
experience helps them greatly. 

At the other end of the Island from Frederiksted 
is Christiansted. They are fifteen miles apart. Rev. 
and Mrs. I. O. Iverson are serving our mission congre- 
gation there. He was trained in our Northwestern 
Seminary and his wife is a registered nurse. They have 
won the hearts of our people. 

Between these two churches is another at Kings- 
hill, where church and Sunday School services are held 
every Sunday and once a month the Danes halve a serv- 
ice in their own language. 

We have two large homes for sick and neglected 
children. They are called “Queen Louise Homes’, and 
each of them has a deaconess in charge. Sister Clara 
Smyre has a daily kindergarten and a Junior Luther 
League which meets on Friday afternoons. Sister Maren 
Knudsen is in charge of the other home. . This one is 
located right by the sea. During the awful storm, the 
waves rolled over the top of the building, tore off a 
large part of the roof, and flooded everything with 
water. Fortunately, the children had been taken to 
one of the public school buildings where they were safe. 

Our Ebenezer Orphanage has two deaconesses with 
a kindergarten of seventy children. The Danes have 
always cared for the aged people, the orphans and needy 
children. It is a noble charity and a Christ-like thing. 

Be sure to remember our missionaries and mission 
stations in your prayers at home and at the Junior 
League. These children are your brothers and sisters 
for whom Jesus died. They asked me to be sure to give 
you their love and good wishes.

We learn about 
our mission work in other lands, we learn the hymns 
of our Church, about the Luther League, about Martin 
Luther, and many interesting stories.

Second Junior: The second point is Use the Junior 
Program Packet. Every six months a package of leaf- 
lets is prepared which we can also use in our meetings. 
There are exercises and drills, and other interesting 
material which will help us study the Topics. 
Junior League should use these.

Third Junior: Officers and Committees Appointed 
from the Juniors. Of course, we Juniors want to con- 
duct our own organization. We want to serve as off- 
cers and do all the work, having the Superintendent to 
help us and plan the work for us.

Fourth Junior: Point Four is another we can easily 
reach. Juniors Themselves Taking Part in the Meeting.

Sixth Junior: Point Six—Something for Others— 
is one we should all reach. We can help our missionary 
work, we can do something to make others happier.

Seventh Junior: Once a year we can reach Point 
Seven—have a Joint Meeting with the Intermediate or 
Senior League. We can take some part in the program 
and show what we know about League work, too. 

Highth Junior: Point Eight is one for which we 
must work. This is Daily Bible Reading. Every one 
of us should read our Bibles every day. At least half 
reading them every day gives us Point Eight. 

Ninth Junior: Juniors at Rallies or Conventions is 
Point Nine. We can go to a Luther League Convention 
nearby, or we can invite some other Junior Leagues to 
meet with us and have a rally.

'HIS &mblem, the Cross, the 
heart, the single rose and the 
circle, has been adopted by 

the Luther League of America as a 
loving remembrance or memorial of 
Dr. Martin Luther; and also for the 
deep spiritual meaning it conveys to 
all who wear it. - 

The great Reformer describes 
the badge in this manner: ‘‘ There 
should be a black cross in the natur- 
ally red heart; for from the heart we 
must believe in the Crucified One in 
order to be saved; the cross, indeed, 
causes pain and mortification, yet it 
does not kill, but rather promotes the 
vital energy of the heart. Such a 
heart should stand on a white rose, 
to show that faith imparts joy, com- 
fort and peace and it should be white, 
because that is the color of spirits and 
of angels, and the joy not of the 
world. The rose, finally, should be 
placed in a sky-blue field, as this joy 
is already the beginning of the heaven- 
ly, and is comprehended in the hope 
of heaven, and that field should be 
encircled by a golden ring, because 
heavenly salvation endures forever 
and is valuable above all other possess- 
ions.
